pearrt that he gave up the fight and wiV' 
retreating when killed, the ddtendant 
must be field gtiUty. 

It also orders them not to oonaider 
newspaper articles, Decatue, in the fir ' 
place, they were not in evidence, and ii 
they were they were no justification for 
theldUing. He lUso warns the jury 
against allowing sympathy for the pris- 
oner's family to inflnence them. 

The first action of the jury npon re- 
tiring at 11:45 was the selection of n 
foreman, and it is nnderstood that L. L. 
Pegg, a FranUin cotmty school ezaiu- 
iner. was seleoted. 

The large crowd of ctiriotu citisen-^ 
and anxions reporters that thronged the 
court house all afternoon and evening, 
waiting for the return of a verdict by 
the Ellott jury, were not a little sur- 
prised to receive direct information f l om 
the room about 9 p. m. that the jury 
had retired for the night. The fact that 
all are farmers explained this. But no 
verdict had l)t>en reached, and it was 
with reluctant feelings that the crowd 
gave up the vigil. From a secret source 
the Uniteti Pre.ss reporter obtained in- 
formation tliat the jury stood to a mim 
aK'vinst the accused. The degree of 
crime, liowever, had not been Bettle<l 
niion, but from the charge to the juiy, 
it can hardly with any coDsistenoy be 
else lhaii first decree. 

Great excit«nu'nt prevailed on the 
streets liist niy;lit unci there is consider- 
able bettiiij? on the result, thottgh the 
length of time already consumed seems 
to be a puzzler. The jjreatest iutere.'^t 
was manifested at tl^t- court house dur- 
ing the afternoon that has ever been 
drawn out by any trial heretofore in the 
coimty. Hiindreds of ladies pttshed 
themselves to the front, and many, feel- 
ing that they could not get back if they 
once left the oonrt room, carried 
lunches, rsmaining during the noon 
hour. 

In the meantime the attorney s for the 
defense busied tfaemselyes in taking ex- 
ceptioi» to the charge, thirty -five in all 
bemg entered on the record. It is evi- 
dent that if their client is convicted they 
will fight bard to get the case into the 
higher courts. 

From the moment of retirement, all 
sorts of nimors were exchanged upon 
the streets, nearly idl of which were to 
the effect that Elliott bad been fotmd 
guilty. Intense excitement prevails at 
Reynoldsburg. the former home of A. C. 
Osboru, several utiles east of here. The 
residents throng in and out of the tel- 
egraph oflBceft eager for the first word 
from the jury. From the eagerness 
manifested, it is easily seen that no tol- 
eration will tx! given if anv attempt ut 
jurv bribing would come tonight. 

Allot hrr anonymous and tureatening 
letter was leieived by Prosecuting At- 
torney Hilling last night when be re- 
turneil home from the court house. It 
WHS n sii)f<le pheet of paper folded to 
represent ti roilin. In substance it 
stated tliut the vengeance of Elliott's 
friends would not be satisfied by per- 
jured witnesses, but "murder" alone 
would right the wrong thev felt was 
being done the a<'cus<-d. This letter 
was similar to preceding ones and wa.s 
placed in the hands of a detec^tive, who 
traced it to the mailing point, corner of 
High and Long streets. It was droj^itid 
in the b<ix at 10 a. m., and the ferret of 
the law ha.^ sonic excellent clews and 
hoped soon to unearth the mystery and

SEARCH U0HT8 AND 8IQNAL8. 
An iBtoMsttec exhibition of tiM M«w 

York Naval Militia. 

Niw York, July 24.— The second 
day's exercise of the ni^val militia were 
very intaresttng and a gr«tt improve- 
ment on their previous effort. The af- 
ternoon drill was similar to that of tlie 
first day, var}'ing only in the equipment 
and a few movements such as counter- 
marching in colimms. 

By far the most interesting exhibition 
was the instruction in search light a.id 
signals. Kiven yesterday evening. At 9 
o'clo<;k the signal was given and fourteen 
jxiwerful search lights got a focus on the 
fli ecy clouds above. At the end of the 
i a \ s from each light which were cut off 
shut t hv the interposition of the clouds 
sharply defined spots were uoticed. By 
means < ■{ these spo0 II sSTstem of electric 
tele^'rapln .similar to the Morse system 
can be cairiid on In the clouds and can 
1h) read, ull conditions being favorable, a 
distance of sixty miles. 

After a thorough explimation of this 
feature to the reserves tb« lights were 
turned so as to sweep the honson and 
the surface of the waters. It was a 
novel and interestiug punorama of rap- 
idly changing viewea. JOmmNHM the 
search for torpedctes. The dIscs were 
deflected still further, exixwing to view 
with very great distuictuess objects far 



under the Water. After the seafch light 
display was over an instrtKtion was 
given in electric hght signals. This sig- 
naUing consists in operatini; white and 
red colored electric lamps at the mast- 
head. The Morse system ia used. 

The signals which were given fn>m 
the flagship Chicago were lnteri>reted 
and answered inunediately bv repeating 
the signals on eadi ship of the line. It 
was a beantiful and impressive sight. 

"niea the various svstam of ngnals, 
which consists of colored sionalballs 
fired from a pistol made for the ptirpoee, 
was fired. This ended the day's drill. 

The formation of the naval reserve 
and its connection with the preoence of 
the white squadron has had the effect of 
calling attention to> the Importarce of 
the new navy and has pUced it mt re in 
touch with the people.

Wasiiinoton. July 84.— Word has 
been received by the bnreaa of Ameri- 
can republics that the Monterey and 

Mexican On\t railroad will lie ojten 
ed in a few days to the Mexican gull 
pt)rt of Tainpico. Mazatlan. the hu-gest 
city ill the republic on the Pacific, has 
bf en derided nn as tlie western terminus. 
The railroail will tli.is become a trans- 
continental line. The first rail was laid 
March J I, Is'.Nt. nnd since that tune the 
city of Mont<>rey has shown marked im- 
provement. 

The road traverses one of the richest 
agriciilinral and mineral di8tri<^t8 in the 
republic, ami many sugar and cotton 
juanters are now engagtHl in developing 
the countr> .ilonn the line. The lenu'tli 
of the roa(i f nun Tanipico to Mazatlim 
will be aliout l.'J.')ii miles, of which 
about half is completed. The govern- 
ment lias ut fiiiii will sjR-nd several 
millions un iin|rrovinti the harbor at 
Tainiiico. wliii h is three quarters of a 
mile wide, with water of sufficient 
de]ith for any drau^'lil of vessel, and 
stetts ;ire now beintr taken to do the 
pam.' a* M.i.'.atlaii wnere it is said the 
best liarbor on the Pacific bloi)e south of 
San Francisco can be made. 

The Asiatic Rqaadroa. 

Wasiiixotok, July 84.— The com- 
mander-in-chief of the Asiatic station re- 
ports, under date of July 8, the follow- 
UEig location of the ships of his scinodron 
on that date: Monociur^. at Yokohoma. 
Japan: the Alliance, at Shanghai, China, 
watching events in readiness to proceetl 
to any point on the Yangtse. The Palos 
left Kiukiang on Jime 86 and iurived at 
Chinkiang on the 88th. She is in readi 
ness to give protection from the anti 
Christian rioters to American citizen^ 
and their interests at any of the Yangt 
ports. She will convey Consul Jones, ol 
Chinkianii. to Nankine and Wuhu on 
official business. 

Li«rt itiiiiii>i<-fdit'» <Mivmiy nt. 
Washinuton. July -A letter has 
been received here by tlie representa- 
tives of the insurgent party in Chili 
from Mr. Fierro, formerly Chilian min- 
ister of state, member of congress and 
minister to Brazil tinder fialmaceda. 
saying that he has severed his official 
connection with the Chilian government 
on account of Balmoceda's vicious acts. 
Mr. Fierro is now in New York aud 
will shortly come to Washington. 

Canal Huat Sunk.

Mary Washin^'ton. coal la>ien. sprung a 
leak and sank while jiassiii;,' Pier l'^. 
North river yesterday afternoon. The 
boat went to the bottom directly across 
the entrance to tlie (ruion steanisbip 
dock, and thus iinprisont^l the Alaska, 
which is adverti.scd to sail tomorrow, li 
is thoiit^ht. however, that the boat can be 
raised in time to let the Alaska oat on 

scheduled time.

There is no doubt of an extra session 
of the le;<islature. and con.servative 
sentiments are that the miners must 
wait until the legislatui'e can meet ami 
then express the wish of the people of 
the state. It is aKree<l that if is a hard- 
ship for free labor to Ix' br(>uj,'ht in con- 
tact with cojivict labor. On the other 
liand the ojierators say there is plenty of 
work for all who will work. Laborinu 
people say the serious objections to the 
lease system is that no one can tell 
when it will end unless some stop is put 
toitatono^

Belton, Tex., July 84.— About a week 
ago B. Wilkerson eloped with his step- 
daughtw. He was arrested at Lorena, 
Tex., and brought back. Late Tuesday 
night tihe affair culminated in a double 
murder. Wilkerson shot and killed his 
wife and then taking hold of his step- 
daughter attempted to carry her off. 
Her cries brought some of the neighbors 
to her rescue and aa one them, W. A. 
Hamilton, got within ton feet of him. 
Wilkerson shot him dead. All concerned 
are negroes.

Some yean ago Miss Kate Oweys (a 
sister ot Mr. George Owens of this city) 
and Mr. J<rfin Longnecker (a brother of 
Mr. Ben Longnecker of May.slick) were 
married, and removed shortly afterwards 
to the iar West, where they loeated 
in Bed Willow County, Nebraska, and 
havesince resided. The McCook Tribune 
recently published an hiteresting sketch 
from the pen of Mrs. T^ongnecker, telling 
something "of what one woman went 
through in settling the coimtry." Few 
would care to pass through the suflTeringo 
and privations she endured in that far 
off home. 

Mr. and Mrs. Longnecker have nutny 
relative! and a wide circle of friends in 
this city and county to whom the follow- 
ing extracts from her narrative will prove 
interesting: 

There l.« nothlni; small or narrow In the We.iit- 
ern way of doing thlURs, anit when. In the latter 
part of ISTI, the Ctopla Tow tisite Co. sent out it* 
aiivortiseiiieiits. painplilets ami rirculars, setting 
forth iiiiparalleleil opportunities oU'ereil for oh- 
taininK iniii'h with lltlleoiitlay, many rosponrtod, 
eager to sei ure the privileges. As soon &s the 
sprlnRof ls7.'i))n iieil. the " l oloiiy " tbnsformeii 
.set out for the )iroiniseil land, aboiil one huii- 
dreil iniles Im voihI tile regular settllliif UJi of the 
country. The railroail was to he built " within a 
year oi eiKhli eii months at farthest," ami here 
would he ilir ' iiiaehineshop* and ruiiiidhoiise." 
The Land Oltirr was to ho located in the " city " 
-ft military post esiatilished and other largo 
schemes sugguttted. The town was laid out in 
streets anil avenues and named ; but it MUM to 
pax8 that the great expectationn of the company 
failed to materialise, and the only occupants of 
the corner lot* were prairie dogs, owls and rattle- 
Hnakes. Murm urings wer« beard amonf the dis- 
appointed, and it soon bacama like the old nur- 
sery Jiuf le— " some flew east, some flew west end 
some flew over the Cuckoo's nest" Yet two 
or three remain unto this day. There is no 
longer any frontier ; the county Is thlcUy settled , 
towns are all on the railroad, which did cbme up 
the valley in ten years instead of one ! To tbeac 
later comers— their coming made poMible by the 
emliirancc of the old settlers— the bnrdshi|)a and 
privation throiiKb which we luissed seems Incred- 
ible, and I am so often urKcd to write uhoui these 
days that I shall fry to tell somethini; of what 
one woman went tlirounh in .settliiiKthci ountry. 

We left Kentucky In .\pril, 1ST2. reaching .Ne- 
braska City on .\pril '2H, w here w e reniaineil about 
three weeks. Ketlinx an outlitand provisions and 
nnikiii>! ready for our future home. 1 midrrstood 
alicrwarils thi> interest and pity manifested by 
those with iNliom I was thrown. They knew! 
Hut, with mr it wiis a ease w here " i^tiiorHiice is 
bllHii." I, a bride. liroUKht up in one ol the most 
exclusive parl.s of Kentucky to ko as a " lionie- 
^leailcr" away out on the frontier wit« an nnder- 
takliifi: from which many would shrink. Afaculty 
lor idealizing was a help then and ever after. On 
.May l.'>th wciatarted— two wagons. In one, wa« the 
ow ner, who was also one of the original Towns! te 
Company, two very young men, a Bostonian, and 
a day Uter were joined by another of the com- 
pany, who was afterwards Bute Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. In otus were J., likewise 
ouQ of the company, and myieU and all our 
earthly poasesslons, except one bos which was in 
the other wagon and our sewing machine which 
was left until a more suitable time. Utterly inex- 
perienced, I hadeverj-tliing to learn, and the Bos- 
tonian and I were the " tenderfoots " of the com- 
pany. 

It was a monotonous, uneventful Journey of 
three hiiinireil miles. ItidiuK aloii).', day aflor 
daj . the rattling of the harness the only aceom- 
pnniiiieiit to the sound Of the horses' feet, grew 

very irksonic. 

\\ V travi d on, reacliiiiK' ourdcsiiiialinii on May 
."'til , liaviii;; been two werks on the roud. \Ve 
fouml the laru'c paitv of nine wagon.s. which 
started two \Miks biion we did, had Ijteii in 
only twenty f.iur hours. ( omiiiK to " our " claim 
-which had been locateil the fall before, when 
the company sent out the locating party— we 
pitched oiir teut and here bejjun our new life. 
Into this nine-fiKit square tent we packed all we 
had, slept on the ground and for iome weeks 
cooked by a camp flre, until the dugout kitchen 
could be ready. On one occasion, I bald an um- 
brella over the flre to prevents faia bon putting 
it out; though this was rare, as during the flnt 
year It seldom rained, only at nlglit. After the 
kitchen was ready and elove set ap.IreeaU the 
allowable pride with whleh I drove naUe la the 
post supporting the ridge pole and hung my paas 
and skillets and griddles sad begun "our" boose- 
keeping. At first we spread a newspaper on the 
ground to eat on, but afterwards J. mad^ a table 
of the Ijox in which we brought books, with legs 
of polcM. I remember with what reverent thauk- 
fulness a blessing was Hsknl on our humble be- 
KinninKs. when we first sm ,io«ii lo this table 
with a cloth on it We didn't have miii h lo eat 
in those days and I, as a novice, was pleased 
Willi sui'iessful i iilinaiy c.\pcrinu'iil>, Foi two 
\cars we hud no cow . nor milk atid biiiti r, so niy 
I'Xpi riments were ot a poverty strielM ii kind. 

Ill front ol the ti nt was a shade of poles and 
nillows, lo the side the covered waifon bed, 
whirli answered for our small storeroom A 
Kiiiiiiy sack was hsimI for carpet, and I kept it 
swept all around so it had a feclliiK of home. 
I.lttle by little coiivciiiciii es were added and I 
lelt quite proud of tlie seats w Inch J. made ; two 
three-legged stools and one four-legged. Two we 
covered with buffalo hide. During the fall when 
the soldiers left, we added to our poiMetuiions at 
their sale. A cotton wood bunk allowed us to 
rise from the ground to the dignity of a bed. A 
guiwy-saok weatberbreak Moiuid and over the 
tent and a sheet>lron stove made lo eooilortahle 
for winter, and when we had oompaay eome 
would get on the bed for want of room. 

Our motto In starting out was. '^to take every- 
thing as we found It and make the boat out of 
it," but there were times when lo loneliness and 
homesickness, I would stand at the tent door 
and ponder the wisdom of our coming to thU 
country, and seeing my shadow east by the burn- 
ing sun uu the parched earth, I found luyscii 
tearfully wonderlritr : " Is It possible tliat this is 
1 : and tills Nrbra-ka and not Kmiui k> "' I was 
indeed trausphiuted, but mu;:! cunfc.sj after 
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nearly thirty years, though I've never been out 
of the county, have not taken root, 

I lay on my pallet and saw toads hopping ; and 
ci'iitipedca were the bane of my life. 

Rattlesnakes of enormous slae abounded and 
gartersoakes four feet long and bugs and worau 
of all ktada; but the most appalUag pests were 
the moeqoltoel We wen not aeeustomed to 
thorn ; oever had seeo but a few, but they were a 
terror here. It was Impossible tor ^ men to 
work in the woods wItlMnit soi^ktod of pungent 
oil on their face, hands and neek aod towel over 
the head ; and when It happoMd to be damp or 
cloudy, my life was a misery. 

Wood rats were niimorons and there waji noth- 
ing they could handle but w hat they carried off'. 
< Mip of the settlers had a store on hl.s claim niid 
traded in hides and furs. There was oiu- family 
w ith several bovs. and the trader otlered these 
boys ten cents apiece fr>r rat hides. When lliey 
<oiik him two hundred in one batch, he told 
them he didn't want any more' We lauudu d at 
him about glnttiiiK his market so siH>n 

The soldieni were sUitioueii here for our pro- 
t«>ction, and the sound of the bugle at camp re- 
called war times. 8omc of them came to our 
tent and were kind to me, when I was hurt, from 
t>eing thrown from a running wagon. I suppose 
they, too, classed me as a " tenderfoot," for I wait 
ignorant ot military etiquette and knew nothing 
of the caste of the ragnlar army. I rememlwred 
the hlgh-tonsd privates dorlng the otvll war. I 
bad maehto leami 

It besaae aaesssary. daring the tail, to fopleo- 
ish Mtt pNvlalona, get flaoclog, ahio^, doora 
and wladows lor our log house, whioh J. was 
buildlag. nil Involvod a trtp'of «m handled 
aod tight or tan rnOee as to dMaoes and two 
weeks as to time aod the ^neetloa was. what was 
I to do? The only womaa on this aldo ot the 
creek, in a tent during winter I— the other set- 
tlcni were all on the other side of the creek, and 
a strip of dense woods between. One of the 
soldiers had been very Mod, when I lay suffering 
with .spinal trouble and be heard us dlscuxsing 
the situation and he. wisliiiuf tn show still 
further kindness, proposed that we speak to the 
Colonel and be wouhl detail soldiern. two at a 
time, to stand Riiard oM r nic at nisht' I told 
him I should be more afraid of the soblieis than 
of what they would jiriitect nie from He said 
they 'all kiuMv Imw 1 had been hurt, niid wiml 
kind of a lady I was, and there wa.sn't a man but 
what would do all he could for me. If ever a 
woman felt desolate, it was I. during J.'s ab- 
sence. 

One mornliiK I was stHndlng In the tent door 
wiiititii; for ,1. lo come. Ho had ({one around a 
bend in the creek to try to shoot a biitbilii, which 
had come down there, ."-^aw somrthiii'; (cimiiij.' 
from the soldiers' camp which looked like wo- 
incn,— 1 wondered why they wore such short 
dresses. .\s they drew nearer. I found they had 
no dresses on at all. and then it Hashed upon me, 
it must la.' Indians! My heart seemed to stop 
beating, but I managed to keep calm and smile 
when they came up and shook hands. One of 
the settlers had only a few days before turned 
back from a hunt on account of the Indiaiu. and 
he had castially remarked to me, that no matter 
how dirty and bloody an Indian's hand was, I 
must not refuse to shake hands. I remembered 
that, but When they asked "where my white man 
was," I was afraid to say he wasn't there. I did 
not know what to do— didn't know what they 
were or where they came from. They were the 
Pawnees, however, on their return from their an- 
nual hunt. All that day and all the next they 
kept coming until I was pretty well tired out. 
The ^toldier8 had told us, since morniiu;. not to 
nivc them anythiii,- to cat. if wc did. the whole 
trilK- would be then (nice acain 1 was f right- 
eiied. There were ciKhl at the tent. i»hen five of 
them started otl'. Ijiit came riinniiig liack. saylns? 
ill their way, lhal ll i re was a biitl'alo out there 
and they Hunted the wliite man' toHct his gun. 
.1. «ot on his lior-e and went over the hill, when 
a tall rmica came, shook his head, leered and 
said, "Now ! Wliite man jjoiie I Must have some 
toeat!" I saiil, '.Vo "' lie looked ijuite threat- 
eiiiin,' 1.111 ii was only done to s<-arc me, a.s the 
soldiers were near and he didn't dare to harm 
me. The Colonel said, "J. should have picked 
up a stick and struck him." They all called mc 
"Bqtuw." The next day J. was in the patch of 
corn and twenty or more Indians around him, 
u ben the same Ponca came and asked for water- 
melon. J. said "No! Tou bad Indian I You 

scare Squaw Me good Indian I Xe no sheer 

Squaw!" he replied. One chief— they said he 
was— oame to the tent and asked tor breakfast. 
J. told me to put on a plate what I ioteoded him 
to have and not give him eny more. He saw 
where I put the eatables and when he wanted 
more, he pointed to the l)ox, saying, ''Squaw 
< ollhel Squaw laaaes !" and I hurried to Klve him 
what he demanded. He kept looking at me and 
when he was through eating, went to bis iioiiy 
and talk"il to .1.— he motioned to m,. and said 
".-i|uaw.' — and I alwa\s thoiiyht he wanted to 
tnnle bis pony for me tlioiinh J. did not so un- 
derstand him. .\flerwards when we were in 
eonipain . I always Joked .1 about it, telling how 
I stood ill ll ar and treiiibliiiK. knowiiiK how im- 
pecunious he was. I wii-s afraid he would make 
the trade ! 

We lived in the tent fuurteeu months, then 
moved into the log bouse, with one more in fam- 
ily, for one 'cold, stormy liaster, our little first- 
ling came to us. Not a physician within one 
hundred miles, we had primitive ways. In sick- 
ness my hushand was physician, nurse, friend, 
washerwoman and cook. The soonrge of grass- 
hoppers came opon us, throe yoais la succession. 
Various plaiu were reeort^ to, to prevent their 
ravages,— but all of no avail. Smokes were made, 
burning sulphur dragged over the fleld,->two per- 
sons, each taking Uie end of a rope going over 
the com,— but we sat on our porch and would 
see the growing crops disappear as If by magic, 
only the bare stalks remaining. The trees in the 
woods were stripped and sometimes they were 
in such cloudii as to cast a shadow on the ground 
and dim the sunshine. They looked lilte smoke 
IIS tliey ruse from the horison and disappeared 
below it. We managed to buy a sow, but having 
nothing' lo Iced her, had to kill her, convert the 
w liol.' into sausuKc and then boll in water, be- 
cause there wa> no fat to cook it otherwise, 
i'olato buys were destructive, too We went 
throii(;li the patch time and a«ain, with a stick 
to kiioi k ilu'iii Into a i>aii and put them into 
boiiiin; WHti 1. but still they deslroyed the crop. 
Afterwards, in later years we mil in reach of 
Parlk Green and this enemy was conquered. 
Ropes were scarce, aud J. learned of the soldiers 
how to braid rawhide and he braided lariats one 
hundred feet long. The lariat was used for all 
purposes. Horses aod cows were tied out, and 
if a hog kept getting out of the pen, or a rooster 
scratched up the garden, or an old goUer per- 
sist in silting, the lariat was resorted to aod the 
oflknder fastened to a stake. Various klods ot 
meat were tried la timaa of soanlty. Betoco the 
Bostonian became disgusted with the life and 
left, he cooked and ate prairie dog and pro- 
nounced it good. One ot otir nelgbbors gave us 
part of a beaver and I liked the spley flavor. 

Some of the hardships would be better told 
than written, and would be appreciated by moth- 
ers. Sometimes when J. would go on one of the 
ned'ssary trips for provisioiu, I bad to undergo 
what would be appalling to those who know 
iiothinx oi a new country. Drouths added to the 
prlVHiiuns and prairie tires to the labor. One 



time a flre rushed in, burning a iiuantily of fern - 
Ing. Another time, one came on lis so jlerci ly, 
while J. was liusy at one i>lai c, my little lioy bad 
to help me tight near the hou.se. 1 lie live small 
children were shut up in the sod house, in 
which we then lived, and while my eldest and I 
were trying to save the hay stack I look back aud 
saw the huge flames rolling from the burning 
wood-pile over top of the house. Fortuiwtely the 
heaVy timbers under tho dirt did not take flie, as 
the usual pole and wlUow root would have done. 
Ihat night we were toe mtieh oahaosted to eook 
anything to eat, so w« gave the children what 
there was-gingennapa-and J. and I, very hun- 
gry, went to hod, but not to sleep. This flre 
burned a mOe of fenoo, whleh had only been 
built that snmmer, aad tnm being ovorhoated 
my hair came out. 

.\nd so tho years passed, bringing cares and 
t rials. One by one little urchins came to us, until 
we contributed four boys and two girls to the na- 
tive population. Changes were constantly taking 
place, and at one time nearly everybmly was 
away ; those who had not left for good, were 
seeking work elsewhere, so, for mouths at a time, 
I did not see a woman. One miserable siimiiier 
w a.s ei'.iled w ith the " Indian scare " which forms 
an epiKh in our lives. .Sometime I'll tell about 
that— and of the six iety- and the gradual set- 
tling up. Much more might be said, but this is 
written that the young people of to-day, enjoy 
ing all the advantagett which have come with 
modern Improvements, may know what women's 
lives were in the early days. The manner of 
living, lacking even the picturesqueness of the 
old country peasantry, with nothing to develop 
the heroic sides of our nature. Endurance was 
the quality moet needed by the pioneer women 
of ■oMhwastem Kebraaka t
